NNOUNCEMENT of an invention by a former 
A oflicial of a Western city of a smokeless fur- 
nace which, it is claimed, will not only eliminate 
smoke from the city, but also effect an economy of 
about $1,550,000 a year by saving $1 a ton in the 
consumption of coal, is one of the indications of the 
advance toward conservation of natural resources 
which, in spite of its vast store, this country cannot 
apply too practically and too promptly. Many, 
many years must pass before direct combustion at 
the place of activity of coal, petroleum, natural gas 
or other fuel for power, light and heat will be done 
away with. This country’s enormous known sup- 
plies of such fuels, to say nothing of those still to 
be discovered, obviate any cause for apprehension 
about a shortage in the immediate future. The 
essence of the true conservation idea, however, is 
that the mere fact of an abundance by ho means 
justifies heedlessness or wastefulness in handling 
any material, but that wisdom demands the use of 
material under any circumstances so as to assure 
full results. Mechanical stokers and other devices 
are saving waste in furnace practice, and in the 
burning of coal at the pit’s mouth for the genera- 
tion of electric energy to be widely distributed has 
been marked out a plan, which must constantly ex- 
pand, of saving energy in the distribution of fuel 
by consuming the fuel at its point of origin in gen- 
erating electrical power. Regulation of the use of 
mineral fuels in this way will be induced by hydro- 
electric development up to the full potentiality of 
the streams of the country. “White coal” is, after 
all, the assurance’ of the That 
idea has recently been worked out by E. M. Hall, 
an expert, who, writing in the Constitution, prophe- 
sies that within the next decade Atlanta is to be- 
come a smokeless city in that, situated 1070 feet 
above sea level and 300 feet above the flood plane 
of the nearest river, it is a great water-power cen- 
ter, and that within a radius of 100 miles are 
streams developing 1,153,000 net 10hour horse- 
power based on average low water, which would 
warrant a wheel installation of more than 1,600,000 
horse-power. Bearing upon this estimate are the 
figures of State Geologist S. W. McCallie following 
recent visits by him to individual plants in Georgia 
using hydro-electric energy. He shows that, ex- 
cluding smaller developments, 181,744 horse-power 
have been developed at points susceptible to ulti- 
mite development of 278,769 horse-power, or, in 
other words, that these water-power plants as now 
developed can be increased by the installation of ad- 
ditional units more than one and a half times, and 
4s this additional installation is likely to be made 
as the demand for power increases, the full develop- 
ment will be available within the next 10 years.

Mr. McCallie, comparing these figures with those of 
Mr. Hall, estimates that the present developments 
of Georgia are only about 14 per cent. of the State’s 
total water-power. 

The situation in Georgia, where, as in the Caro 
linas, West Virginia, Virginia, Tennessee and Ala- 
bama, some of the greatest developments in the 
South of hydro-electric power has been made, is 
typical of the general situation in that section.

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A COUPLE OF BONDED COTTON WARE- 
HOUSE SUGGESTIONS. 


D A. TOMPKINS of Charlotte, N. C., has long 
j 6 been an advocate of the warehouse system 
for cotton, and about 10 years ago copyrighted a 
plan in detail and on the practical lines that have 
been followed closely in all subsequent discussions. 
Writing to the MANUFACTURERS Recorp in reference 
to the present project, he says: 


I think the proper warehouse system will ultimately 
comprise a system of cotton warehouses in the cotton- 
growing States, and then a system of cotton-goods ware- 
houses in the cotton markets of the world. This would 
put it in a position to keep our mills running regularly, 
with our goods stored in the markets of the world ready 
for distribution and under a financial system that would 
admit of local credits. This would require us to have 
ships to transport the goods to the big foreign markets 
where the worehouses were, England has this system 
more or less in operation in the Malay States and other 
places. Her manufacturers in Manchester keep the big 
warehouses supplied with goods. English merchants take 
Malay products, such as tin, and bring it to England for 
smelting. England's ships and her big warehouses are 
big factors, and, of course, her money system for carrying 
the goods until sold and the work of her merchants are 
also big factors. This is the direction, I think, in which 
the warehouse plan moves and will move. 

Mr. Tompkins suggests here a broad and compre- 
hensive plan appealing strongly to the manufactur- 
ing and commercial imagination. Within less than 
two weeks the American Cotton Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, composed principally of Southern cotton 
manufacturers, but embracing representatives of all 
textile sections of the country, is to consider at its 
annual convention in New York all phases of the 
so-called Duke bonded cotton warehouse plan. It is 
hardly possible that the feature sketched by Mr. 
Tompkins can be overlooked. Another point is made 
in a letter to the MANUFACTURERS Recorp by G. 
Gunby Jordan, president of the Eagle & Phenix 
Mills of Columbus, who says: 


It is a fact that Columbus occupies rather a unique posi- 
tion in this regard. I think every cotton warehouse in 
town is automatically sprinkled. They secure very rea 
sonable rates of insurance, and the firms are all strong 
and able to advance on the cotton on store. The conse- 
quence is it makes money for the factor and the ware 
houseman, is a great accommodation to the farmer and 
is a reliable source of supply for the manufacturer.

SUMMONS OF THE SOUTH. 
II—TIMBER RESOURCES. 


EARLY fifteen years ago the expert opinion 
was expressed to the effect that in the South 
lay the key to the situation of the future lumber 
market of this country, and that, according to the 
manner in which what remained of its enormous 
timber wealth should be managed and exploited, 
the section might or might not control the market 
forever. At that time the South was cutting about 
14,000,000,000 feet, or 40 per cent. of the total lum- 
ber cut of the United States. Within the preceding 
decade it had more than doubled its cut as the tend- 
ency increased to use yellow pine in place of white 
pine and to bring to market a greater and greater 
quantity of Southern hardwoods. Since then the 
tendency has become more pronounced in both di- 
rections, and the exploitation of Southern timber 
resources is quite clearly revealed in the following 
table, comparing by States the number of feet of 
lumber cut in 1880 and 1912:

7,000,000,000 feet of yellow pine, 2,000,000,000 feet 
of oak, 500,000,000 feet of cypress, 500,000,000 feet 
of poplar, 150,000,000 feet of hickory, 35,000,000 feet 
of red gum, 10,000,000 feet of cedar and 505,000,000 
feet of all other timbers. Today it is cutting nearly 
15,000,000,000 feet of yellow pine, nearly 2,500,000,- 
000 feet of oak, nearly 1,000,000,000 feet of cypress, 
more than 500,000,000 feet of poplar, more than 
200,000,000 feet of hickory, nearly 700,000,000 feet 
of red gum, nearly 70,000,000 feet of cedar and 
nearly 2,000,000,000 feet of all other timber. Of 
more than 50 woods manufactured into lumber the 
South is now cutting more than 40, including yellow 
pine, white pine, hemlock, spruce, cypress, larch, 
eedar, balsam fir, among the softwoods, and oak, 
maple, red gum, poplar, chestnut, beech, birch, bass 
wood, hickory, elm, ash, cottonwood, tupelo, syca- 
more, walnut, cherry, buckeye, locust, willow, dog- 
wood, persimmon, cucumber, osage. orange, laurel, 
magnolia, mulberry, palmetto, silver bell and others, 
among the hardwoods. In 1912, the latest year for 
which figures are available, Arkansas led the States

South cut about 21 per cent. of the total cut of the 
country. Within the next 10 years it made some 
slight gains relatively, but by 1900 it was cutting 
more than 41 per cent. of the total, and in 1912 it 
cut more than 55 per cent. of the total, its output 
of 21,607,519,000 feet being 3,482,087,000 feet greater 
than the total cut of the whole country in 1880. 
These facts indicate both the variety of timber in 
the South and the increasing demands upon its re- 
sources of the kind. They show the large basis for 
wide diversity of industries based upon lumber, and 
at the same time emphasize the necessity for scien- 
tific handling of that basis to the end that it may 
remain a permanent source of wealth and the means 
of employment of hundreds of thousands of persons 
in productive enterprises. 
than 30 per cent. of the lumber 
made in any Southern State is given any further 
industrial handling in that State, and Southern 
lumber is carried to the Lake States, to the Pacific 
Coast, to the New England States, and even into 
Canada, to be used either in construction work or 
in the manufacture of furniture, wagons and other 
articles. One Southern State, quite typical, has 182 
species of trees, of which only 17 are now cut for

It must be borne in mind that the opportunities 
for investment in woodworking industries thus ex- 
emplified by no means exhaust the demands upon 
Southern forests. They must furnish, in addition 
to planks, boards, shingles and laths, poles for tele 
graph, telephone and other electric operations, ma- 
terials for fence posts and rails, for crossties, for 
cooperage stock, for mine timber, for paper manu- 
facture and for tanning. Enforced economies have 
brought about the annual use of more than 250,000,- 
OOO feet of Southern woods for cutting into veneers 
to be used in the manufacture of furniture and cab- 
inet work, packing boxes, berry cups, fruit baskets, 
drawer bottoms, dishes and plates, and the utiliza- 
tion even of the waste of pine-lumbering operations 
in the manufacture of paper and the derivation of 
aleohol, acetic acid and other by-products. More 
over, a portion of the 90,000,000 acres, stretching 
along the coast from the Chesapeake to the Rio 
Grande, with a width of about 125 miles, embracing 
most of the pine area of the South, is the main de- 
pendence for this country’s supply of naval stores, 
a most important item in its industrial life and in 
its export trade.

en account of the waves. The motorist, therefore, v 
reaches that point on a windy day is held up, bees 
there is no other way of crossing the water than in 
this flatboat ferry. 

These bad places in the long line from Jackson, 
to Miami seriously militate against a motor trip betw 
these two points. Nevertheless, hundreds of motor « 
are passing up and down the East Coast section during 
the winter months. ‘Thousands would pass up and down 
this road if these bad stretches were eliminated, and 
much progress is being made in that direction. So s! 
are the bad stretches compared with the long reach 
of good roads that it would seem that united efi: 
during the spring and summer ought to wipe out thes 
bad roads before another winter. 

A large part of the 370-mile stretch is composed 
exceptionally fine road. There are many miles along 
the Indian River that are as good as any motorist needs 
which for beauty can scarcely be matched in New Wang 
land. Mile after mile one spins along on a smooth 
well-made road, looking across the Indian River on on 
side and out over a continuous stretch of orange groves 
end pineapple fields on the other, bordered here and 
there by flowers that fairly run riot with their glorious 
coloring.

searcely be out of sight of a motor party at any point 
on the trip, and in a year or two, at the outside, there 
will probably be such a continuous road. Duyall 


county, in which Jacksonville is located, has 15 miles 
of brick highway on this line completed. This will 
doubtless be extended in the near future to the county 


line, und the adjoining county, St. Johns, has just con- 
tracted for 64 miles of brick road, which will give a 
continuous brick highway through St. Augustine. The 
next county is making fine shell roads, and the lower 
counties are at work on the short bad stretches. The 
entire road ought to be, if work is properly pushed, in 
much better shape by next winter. 

In the Daytona section there are extensive beds of 
oyster and clam shells, which stretch along the coast for 
some miles. In some places the shell beds or mounds 
are 20 to 30 feet high. This great supply of shells 
which has been piled up through the building processes 
of Mother Nature during the centuries is available for 
road-making. As these shells are by the river’s edge, 
they are easily loaded into barges or scows and hauled 
up and down the coast for road-making purposes. The 
Kast Coast Railroad also does a considerable business 
in moving these shells to points needed. These shell 
banks, miles in extent, form one of the most interesting 
natural curiosities of Florida. 

Farther South is found the great limestone region, 
which carries billions of tons of lime rock. This rock 
is used in making roads which. when kept in good order, 


are exceptionally fine. It is like a natural cement rock, 
which, when put on the road and well rolled, solidifies 
and has the appearance of a cement or concrete road. 
lt is in limitless supply, and some of the very best road 
seen on the trip cost only about $2500 a mile. Unfor- 
tunately, however, the rock seems not to make a road 


hard enough to stand long and heavy wear without get- 
ting into holes or ruts. Sufficient tests have not yet 
ln made to see whether this can be overcome or not. 
Thorough maintenance care would probably be found 
very helpful. When first made, however, this limestone 
road looks like solid cement and is exceptionally good 
for travel. So vast is the quantity of material avail- 
able, so easily mined, so cheaply put on cars or scows, 
that the most thorough investigation should be made to 
test out every good quality of it and find out the best 
mixture or the best way to use Nature’s blessing in this 
abundant supply of such a road-making material. It is

For a Realization of the

The future prosperity of the South depends as much 
upon its steel as upon its cotton. Both agriculture and 
manufacturing create wealth, and it is production, by 
manufacture, that the 
Retailing or jobbing create nothing but service. 


farm or increases world’s re- 
sources. 
They are necessary functions, of course, but add nothing 
material to the wealth of a community. 

The South does not want to spend its entire energies 
earning a living by jobbing on a commission basis the 
goods manufactured in the North. The South prefers 
to give the North a commission for selling articles manu- 
factured in the South. 

Of all lines of manufacturing, the iron and steel in- 
dustry is the greatest. This industry has created more 
wealth and employed more labor than any other. The 
steel industry is called the “barometer of trade.” Coal, 
lumber, in fact almost every other line of trade, rise and 
fall with steel. Bach year steel is playing a larger part 
in our lives. It is taking the place of lumber in many 
of the arts. Today almost all railway equipment is 
being made of steel instead of wood. Steel is rapidly 
replacing wood for building interior finish and even for 
office furniture. 

Every man is individually interested in the cost to him 
of iron and steel products. The nails that build his 
house, the iron piping of his plumbing, his heating 
furnace, the screens in the windows of his house cost 
more or less, according to the price of steel. 

Every tool the farmer buys would be sold cheaper if 
the cost of steel was reduced. 

The Southern people are, therefore, individually inter- 
ested from two distinct standpoints in the price of steel, 


and in the history of steelmaking in the South. First.
